Huge Wardrobe 
Needed By King

LONDON, Jan. 21.—As the 
new king of England, Edward 
\ III, automatically becomes 
sovereign of the British orders 
of knighthood, an admiral of 
the fleet, field marshal in the 
army, and general-in-chief of 
the royal air force. 
During the next few months 
he will succeed his father as 
colonel-in-chief of the various 
crack British cavalry, artillery, 
and foot regiments. 
All these changes will in­ 
volve the expenditure of thou­ 
sands of dolla.s in the pro­ 
vision of rich full-dress, un­ 
dress and field uniforms for 
the new king, who will have a 
wardrobe which probably will 
be the largest in the world.

Official Washington 
Mourns Late King By 
Cancelling Functions

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Official 
Washington today joined the Brit­ 
ish Empire in mourning the loss of 
its beloved King George V. 
Immediately after hearing of the 
king's 
peaceful 
death. 
President 
Rooosevelt cabled the “deep sorrow’’ 
of himself and the American people 
to the sovereign’s oldest son, now 
King Edward VIII. 
The president 
also sent a message of sympathy to 
Queen Mary. 
Soon as word of the king’s death 
reached the captial, official society 
started wholesale 
cancellation 
of 


social events. Mrs. Roosevelt, at the 
time, was preparing to go to the 
National theater for the opening of 
a play. 
She cancelled the engage­ 
ment. 
Reception Cancelled 
Later the White House announced 
cancellation of the annual reception 
for members of congress originally 
scheduled for Thursday night. 
Led by the British embassy and 
dominion legation, diplomats of all 
nations were quick to cancel all 
official and unofficial engagements.

Defining the term ‘ Politics'’ as 
the “Study oi Government.” Mrs. 
Bessie Kann Sack, young Pittsburgh 
attorney, launched into a stimu­ 
lating talk before an attentive audi­ 
ence composed of members of the 
Woman's club in Highland U. P. 
church Monday afternoon, using as 
her theme, “Woman’s Contribution 
to Civic Betterment.” 
Pointing out that interest in va­ 
rious forms of legislation, and the 
study thereof in commit tecs is in­ 
sufficient. 
this 
youthful 
Portia 
urged clubwomen to do some honest 
thinking, to help do away with in­ 
sidious whispering campaigns, and 
then to make their influence tell 
by venturing into the political field, 
and demanding of legislators by 
means of personal contact, tele­ 
grams, or letters, that the proper 
bills be passed. 
Women put over the 19th amend­ 
ment without a single vote being 
cast, hence their potential force as 
a group of voters through united 
organizations would be overwhelm­ 
ing, according to Mrs. Sack.
